e Breast cancer is the most common cancer diagnosed among New Jersey
women and the second leading cause of cancer death.

e New Jersey white women had the highest breast cancer incidence rates
during 2009-2013, while black women had the highest breast cancer
mortality rates.

e New Jersey Asian and Pacific Islander women had the lowest breast cancer
incidence and mortality rates of the four groups analyzed.

e Access to breast cancer screening and optimal treatments for all New
Jersey women remains an urgent public health issue.
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
